Gov. Alien’s Views From His 


Recant Massage 


By A ssociated Press to The Sun 
SAN JUAN, Porto Rico. July S.— In 
Governor Allen's message to the Porto 
Rican assembly, July 4, when that body 
passed a resolution asking President Mc­ 
Kinley to declare free trade between Por­ 
to Rico and the United States, as the rev­ 
enues derived from internal sources, ex­ 
clusive of customs, had proved sufficient 
to meet the island s financial needs, it 
was shown that the expenses of the gov­ 
ernment as authorized by tile legislature 
for the fiscal year beginning July I. 1901, 
amonted to $1 
802.21, of which amount 
the most considerable allotments were as 
follows: 
Insular police, $204,360.00. 
Board of prison control, $110,922.21, 
Board of public works. $356,942. 
Board of charities. $104,496 
Judiciary of Porto Rico, $160,650. 
A careful study of the financial situ a­ 
tion w arrants the belief that there will 
be raised from the three sources—namely, 
property tax. excise tax and 
customs 
duties on imports, from countries other 
than the United States—the sum of over 
two million dollars. 
This would provide 
an excess of estimated receipts of ex­ 
penditures. 
The governor further pointed out that 
of the "two million dollar refunding le t" 
there still remains probably not less than 
Woo .OOO to the credit of Porto Hico which 
could be used in case of emergency and 
which makes the condition of the insular 
territory still more secure.

STOP THE BORROWING CRAZE, 


Some surprise has been caused by tlio 
editorial 
In 
Saturday's Sun, 


showing that as'the city debt is calculated we arc nctuiiify far beyond tho 
debt limit, although it is claimed that we aro now $270,000 within that limit. 
It wTI] be remembered that the city borrowed $600,000 under apodal acts of 
exemption outside the debt limit for the city hnll, the high school building 
and other school houses. 
If this debt had been contracted in the ordinary 


way, admitting the $270,000 set down to our credit in calculating tho debt 
limit, we should bo $530,000 beyond tho Jcgal limit. 


This is the actual situation today in regard to tlio debt limit, but as 


\ve mentioned in Saturday's article, sinking funds have been established to 
pay. off the foans contracted under exemption and tho totaE amount paid 
Into the sinking funds towards the payment of these loans is now $165,008.60. 
This sum added to $270,000 makes $435,008.60, which deducted from $800,- 
000, leaves $364,991.40, which shows our actual indebtedness beyond the legal 
limit, contracted largely under a special exemption of tho ley!stature. In 
this calculation wo assume that the loans arc diminished by tho amount of 
tho sinkink funds, when in reaKty they are not, as no part of tho loans have 
yet been paid. 


With this financial situation in view it socms that our city fatheri should 


go slow in contracting any other largo loan that can bo dispensed with for 
the present. We claim that the proposed loan for a stono bridge at Paw- 
tucketvillo is wholly unnecessary at the present time, as tho old bridye can 
be repaired for a trifling expense and put in condition to last for ten or f i f - 
teen, or perhaps twenty yoars. 


We are in favor of a stone bridge if a new bridge is to take the place of 


tho old bridge, but just at present we are- in favor of repairing the old bridge 
as it can be made as good as new by an outlay of from five to six thousand 
dollars. It is no wonder that wo have a high tax rote with little to show for it 
in the tine of public Improvements. We have to pay by far too much in inter- 
est on loans ovary year to expend what we should 
upon 
public 
improve- 


ments. We shall have to get along with a "pay-as-you-yo" policy for some 
years If we ever expect to get our tax rate down to a normal fi9ure and to 
hove an economic administration of the city's affairs.

S TOP T H E B O R R O W I N G CRAZE. 


Some surprise has been caused by the 
editorial 
in 
Saturday's 
Sun, 
Showing that as the city debt is calculated we are actually far beyond the 
debt limit, although it is claimed that we are now $270,000 within th a t limit. 
It will be remembered th at the city borrowed $800,000 under special acts of 
exemption outside the debt limit for the city hall, the high school Building 
and other school houses, 
lf this debt had been contracted in the ordinary 
Wray, admitting the $270,000 set down to our credit in calculating the debt 
lim it, we 
should be $530,000 beyond the legal limit. 
This 
is the actual situation tcday in regard to the debt limit, 
but as 
w e mentioned in Saturday's article, sinking funds have been established to 
pay off the loans contracted under exemption and tha total amount paid 
into the sinking funds towards the payment of these loans is now $165,008.60. 
This sum added to $270,000 makes $435,008.60, which deducted from $800,- 
000, leaves $364,991.40, which shows our actual indebtedness beyond the legal 
limit, contracted largely under a special exemption of the legislature. 
In 
this calculation we assume that the loans are diminished by the amount of 
th e sinkink funds, when in reality they are not, as no part of the loans have 
yet been paid. 
With 
this financial situation in view it seems that our city fathers should 
go alow in contracting any other large loan that can be 
dispensed with for 
tha present. 
We claim th a t the proposed loan for a stone bridge at Paw- 
tucketville is wholly unnecessary at the present time, as the old bridge can 
be repaired for a trifling expense and put in condition to last for ten or fif­ 
teen, or perhaps twenty years. 
We ara in favor of a stone bridge if a new bridge is to take the place of 
tha old bridge, but just at 
present 
we 
are in 
favor of repairing the old bridge 
• a it can be made as good as new 
by 
an outlay of from five to six thousand 
dollars. It is no wonder th a t we have a high tax rate with little to show for it 
in the line of public improvements. 
We have to pay by far too much in inter- 
oat on loans every year to expend 
w hat we 
should 
upon 
public improve­ 
ments. 
Wa shall have to get along with a "pay-as-you-go” policy for some 
years if we ever expect to get our ta x rate down to a normal figure and to 
have an economic administration of the city’s affaire.

STOP THE B O R R O W I N G CRAZE. 


• Some surprise MRS been cruised by the

•bowing that as the city debt is calculated wo are actually far beyond tho 
debt limit, although it is .claimed that we arc now $270,000 within that limit. 
It will be remembered that the city borrowed $300,000 under special acts of 
exemption outside tha debt limit for the city hall, the high school Building 
and other school houses. 
If this debt had been contracted in the ordinary 


way, admitting the ?2?0(COO set down to our credit in calculating the debt 
limit, we should be §530,000 beyond the legal limit, 


This is the actual situation tcd.iy In regard to tho debt lirnit. but as 


we mentioned in Saturday's article, s i n k i n g funds have been established to 
pay off tho loans contracted under exemption nnd the total amount paid 
into the sinking funds towards the payment of theso loans is now $105,008.60. 
This sum addod to 5270.000 ninkes 5435,008.60, which deducted from $800,- 
000, leaves $364j991.4Q, v/hicli shows our actual indebtedness beyond tho legal 
Limit, contracted largely under a special exemption of tlie legislature. 
J n 


this calculation we assume that the loans ore diminished by Die amount of 
the sinkink funds, when in reality they are not, as no part of tho loans have 
yet been paid. 


With this financial situation in view it seems that our city fathers should 


go slow in contracting any other large loan that can bo dispensed with for 
the present, We claim that the proposed loan for a stone bridge at Paw- 
tucketville is wholly unnecessary at the present time, as the old bridge can 
be repaired for a trifling expense and put in condition to last for ten or fif- 
teen, or perhaps twenty years. 


We are in favor of a stone bridgo if a new bridge is to take the place of 


the old bridge, but just at present we are in favor of repairing the old bridge 
as It can be made as good as now by an outlay of from five to six thousand 
dollars. It is no wonder that we have a high tax rate with little to show for it 
In tho line of public improvements. We have lo pay by far too much in inter- 
est on loans every year to expend what we should 
upon 
public 
improve- 


ments. We shall have to get along wEth a "pay*as-you*go" policy for some 
years if we ever expect to get our tax rate down to a normal figure anii to 
have an economic "administration of the city's affairsL

STOP T H E BORROWING CRAZE. 


8ome surprise has been caused by the 
editorial 
in 
Saturday’s 
Sun, 
•howing that as ths city debt is calculated we are actually far beyond the 
debt limit, although it is claimed that we are now $270,000 within that limit. 
It will be remembered that the city borrowed $800,000 under epeoial acts of 
exemption outside the debt limit for the city hall, the high school building 
and other school houses, 
lf this debt had been contracted in the ordinary 
way, admitting the $270,000 set down to our credit in calculating the debt 
limit, we should be $530,000 beyond the legal limit, 
This is the actual situation today in regard to the debt limit, but as 
we mentioned in Saturday’s article, sinking funds have been established to 
pay off the loans contracted under exemption and the total amount paid 
into the sinking funds towards the paym ent of these loans is now $165,008.60. 
This sum added to $270,000 makes $435,008.60, which deducted from $800,- 
000, leaves $364,991.40, which shows our actual indebtedness beyond the legal 
limit, contracted largely under a special exemption of the legislature. 
In 
this calculation we assume that the loans are diminished by the amount of 
the sinkink funds, when in reality they are not, as no part of the loans have 
yet been paid. 
With this financial situation in view it seems that our city fathers should 
go slow in contracting any other large loan that can be dispensed with for 
the present. 
We claim that the proposed loan for a stone bridge at Paw* 
tucketville is wholly unnecessary at the present time, as the old bridge can 
be repaired for a trifling expense and put in condition to last for ten or fif­ 
teen, or perhaps twenty years. 
We are in favor of a stone bridge if a new bridge is to take the place of 
the old bridge, but just at present we are in favor of repairing the old bridge 
as it can be made as good as new by an outlay of from five to six thousand 
dollars. It is no wonder that we have a high tax rate with little to show for it 
In the line of public improvements. 
We have to pay by far too much in inter­ 
est on loans every year to expend w h at we should 
upon 
public 
improve­ 
ments. 
We shall have to get along with a “pay-as-you-go” policy for some 
years if we aver expect to get our tax rate down to a normal figure and to 
have an economic administration of the city’s affairs.

STOP THE BORROWING CRAZE. 


Some surprise has been caused by tho 
editorial 
in 
Saturday's 
Sun, 


•howing that as the city debt is calculated we nro actually far beyond tho 
debt limit, although it rs claimed that we arc now ?270,000 within that limit. 
It will be ramembored that the cfly borrowed $500,000 under special acts of 
exemption outside tho debt limit for tho city hall, the high school ftuildiiuj 
snd other school houses. 
If this debt had been contracted in the ordinary 


way, admitting the $270,000 set down to our credit in calculating the debt 
limit, we should be $?30,000 beyond the legal Limit, 


This is the actual situation tcday in regard to tho debt limit, but as 


we mentioned in Saturday's articFo, sinking funds hrwo been established to 
pay off tha loans contracted under exemption and the total amount paid 
into the sinking funds towards the payment of these loans is now $165,008.60. 
This sum added to $270,000 makes $435,008.60, which deducted from $800,- 
000, leaves $364,991.40, which shows our actunl indebtedness beyond the legat 
limit, contracted largely under n special exemption of the legislature. \n 
this calculation we assume that the Jonns are diminished by the amount of 
the sinkink funds, when En reality they aro not, as no part of tho loans have 
yet been paid. 


With this financial situation in view it seems thnt our city fathers should 


flo Blow En contracting any other largo loan that can bo dispensed with for 
the present. 
We claim that tlie proposed loan for a stone bridge nt Paw- 


tucketvillo is wholly unnecessary at the present time, as tho old 'bridge can 
be repaired for a trifling expense and put in condition to last for ten or fif- 
teen, or perhaps twenty years, 


We are in favor of a stone bridge if a new bridyo is to take the place of 


the old bridge, but juat at present wo are in favor of repairing tho old bridge 
as it can be made as good as new by an outlay of from five to six thousand 
dollars. Itisnowondor thai wo have a high tax rato with little to show for it 
In the line of public improvements, We hnvo to pay by far too much in inter- 
est on loans every year to expend what we should 
upon 
public 
improve- 


ments. We shall have to get along with a "pay- as-you -go" policy for some 
years if we ever expect to get our tax rato down to a normal figure and to 
have an aconomic administration of the city's affaire.

vice given by this road has been simply 
abominable. 
They seem lo have no re­ 
gard whatever for th# convenience and 
comfort of the public. 
Last Sunday, and in fact every Sunday, 


the traffic 
on the suburban lines was 
heavy and many had 
the very disagree- 
uble < xperlence of being 
dumped 
off 
at Billerica Centre. 
People In this city to care to enjoy a 
ride on the cars to Boston believe th at 
their troubles are over when they are 
aide to get a seat In the car at Merri­ 
mack square and they are just congratu 
luting themselves th at they are to have 
a very pleasant ride to Boston but when 
Billerica Centre is reached for some rea­ 
son unknown to the public the people are 
Invited to change from att overloaded car 
to another one equally as heavily laden 
to finish the remainder of the trip to Bos­ 
ton. 
Now it would take a pretty good phi! 
osopher to know how three or four hun­ 
dred people, which Is the am ount gen­ 
erally stalled up at this particular point, 
can even find standing room on a single 
car. 
It in all a person's life is worth to 
attem pt it and there is no time in the 
day when people have not had to bear up 
with this terrible experience. 
There does not seem to be any reason­ 
able cause for this outrage perpetrated 
on the public. 
l^ast Sunday it was my 
personal experience th a t I went or a t­ 
tempted to go to Boston on the cars. I 
found it impossible to get out of Biller­ 
ica for at least an hour coming and go 
lug. 
On the return trip I found the sit­ 
uation really much W'orse than my morn­ 
ing experience which was thoroughly dis­ 
gusting. 
There were no less than three 
hundred people waiting to get a chance 
to return to the city and all the arrange­ 
ments that the electric corporation had 
made for the caring of th at number was 
one car, when they knew very well that 
file curs would not be equal to the occa­ 
sion. 
Now, there Is nobody to blame for this 
but the railroad corporation. 
Take it at 
Revere beach or at any of. the watering 
places. 
There are from ten to twenty 
thousand people th at go to the beach on 
a Sunday or holiday and there is ample 


provision made for them and none 
of 
these long and disappointing waits are 
known. 
This condition of affairs lf not reme­ 
died in the neur future will be brought 
before the railroad commissioners, and if 
there Is no law that can compel th “ elec­ 
tric railroad to make proper 
arrange­ 
ments for the transportation of their pa 
trons, a change will he demanded by tile 
public through the state legislature. 
The wonder is that there are not more 
people killed or injured when the rush 
is made for these cars. 
The railroad 
corporation certainly receive revenue and 
patronage sufficient to w arrant them to 
furnish cars enough but their greed pre­ 
vents them. 
In Boston it will not be tol­ 
erated for anyone to ride on a car w ith­ 
out a seat. 
But standing on the running 
board is distinctly prohibited. We believe 
that such art order of thing should prevail 
on the suburban routes but how vastly 
different It Is on these lines. 
As long 
as any one can hang on In any form, 
even lf by their teeth, the conductor will 
take them on. 
This is all wrong and it 
should be stopped at once. 
Proper a t­ 
tention should be paid to the public by 
the providing of proper accommodation 
for all who wish to ride. 
This Is applicable to this road and we 
have no doubt that the same disagree­ 
able things are experienced In Tewks­ 
bury, Tyngsborough and every suburban 
line. not forgetting Lakeview 
which is 
positively the most profitable to the rail­ 
road magnates and the most abused su­ 
burban line in New England. 
The greed 
for coining money on the part of the 
railroad coroporatlon seems to have no 
limit.

Vacation Schools 


In a circular letter w ritten for the 
local papers by S up erintendent W h it­ 
com b an adm irable idea of w h a t is be­ 
ing done in th e v acatio n schools is 
given. 
In the 
le tte r 
Mr. W hitcom b 
w rites: 
F o r th e la st tw o y ears the W om en's 
club h as conducted a su m m er p lay ­ 
grou nd a t an expense, in addition to 
gifts an d g ra tu ito u s service, of ab o u t 
$200 a year. 
The results, in the opinion 
of those w ho m anaged them , wrere good 
enough to Justify them in ask in g the 
city to engage in the work, and in re ­ 
sponse to a petition by th em the city 
council passed an order, April 29, a p ­ 
p ro p riatin g $1500 to be expended, un 
der the direction of the superintendent 
of schools, “in establishing a system 
of vacation schools.” 
The sum ap p ro ­ 
priated w as based on an estim ate of 
th e expenses of four schools, one each 
for m a n u a l train in g and for cooking, 
one playg rou nd for very sm all chil 
dren a t the M ann school and one p lay ­ 
ground, w ith some ^industrial featu res 
for older children, a t the E dso nv 
C irculars were sent to all the public 
and parochial schools of the city of 
g ra m m a r grade, ask in g for ap plica­ 
tions from those boys between 12 and 
14 who w ished to tak e m anual tr a in ­ 
ing, a n d from those girls of th e sam e 
age w ho wished to tak e cooking. 
In 
response, 
over 
300 application 
cards 
w ere retu rn ed. 
This ensured a school, 
and teach ers were a t 
once 
engaged 
an d 
classes 
organized. 
In 
m an ual 
trainin g, w h ere the city has 26 benches, 
it w as decided to have classes as large 
as could 
be 
accom m odated, to 
have 
three classes a day, a t 7.30, 9 and 10.30 
a. rn., to continue the school on S a t­ 
u rd a y s and to hav e each class come on 
a lte rn a te days, so as to get three les­ 
sons ft week, or lo lessons in a term of 
five weeks. 
T he six classes th u s a r ­ 
ranged for, w ith 26 to the class, pro­ 
vided for 156 pupils. 
A dmission cards 
w ere sen t 
to 
these, and 
the 
school 
opened M onday, Ju ly I. T he discrim i­ 
n ation betw een applicants w as m ade 
on a basis of 
age, the 
oldest 
being 
tak en first, bu t the places of an y who 
failed to a p p ea r a t first, or to continue 
to a tte n d w ith absolute regu larity a f ­ 
terw ards, hav e been prom ptly given 
to others, so th a t th e classes are kept 
full. 
T h e teachin g Is done by a prin 
cipal, Mr. F red W. P u tn am , a n d by 
one a ssistan t, Mr. T arr. 
In cooking it was believed that 16 pupils 
are as many as can reasonably be cared 
for by one teacher, and that three class­ 
es a dav are as many as it is reasonable 
to expect one teacher to instruct. Class­ 
es were therefore arranged for 8 and IO 
o'clock a. rn., and 2 p. rn. of each work­ 
ing day of the week, but the same pupils 
come onlv every third day or twice a 
week. 
This provides for nine classes of 
It; tach, or 144, and each will get 12 les­ 
sons in the aix weeks the school is to con­ 
tinue. 
. 
At the Mann school, however, the g ath­ 
ering of little children between three and 
eight years old (eight is the supposed 
limit but I suspect that some who are 
considerably older have squeezed in) is 
not intended to be a school at all In the 
usual use of that word. 
A principal and 
three assistants care for them, guide them 
hi their games. Join In their plays and 
help them to the good time which they 
all seem to have. 
At the Edson school the playground of 
the Mann is duplicated and in addition 
some thing of value In nature, art, his­ 
tory and music are taught to all except 
the very youngest, while the older ch.l- 
dren are taught sewing and the cane seat­ 
ing of chairs. 
Now in stating these facts I have care­ 
fully refrained from expressing any opin­ 
ion of the value of these schools, but I 
do wish to urge most earnestly that citi­ 
zens visit them all and see for them­ 
selves. The city council will undoubtedly 
be asked to provide for others next year. 
Whether such a request will be reason­ 
able or not Is a m atter to be decided by 
an observation of results which may be 
seen today, but which cannot be seen 
a few weeks later. 
To know 
some­ 
thing of these gatherings seems to me to 
be both the privilege and the duty of ev­ 
ery public spirted citizen.

STOP THE' BORROWING CRAZE. 


Some surprise lias been caused by tlio 
editorial 
in 
SaUirtlay's Sun, 


• howing that as tho city debt is calculated we nrc nclnnlly far beyond tho 
debt limit, although it is claimed that wo arc now $270,000 within that limit. 
It wHI be remembered that the city borrowed $800,000 under special acts of 
exemption outside tjiq.dcbt limit for tho city hall, tho l i i g f i school b u i l d i n y 
arid.'other school houses. 
If this debt had been contrnctod in the ordinary 


way, 
admitting tho $270,000 set down to our credit in calculating tho debt 


limit, wo should be $530,OCO beyond tho 
logaE limit. 


This is tho actual situation tcdny in regard to the debt limit, but .IB 


we mentioned in Saturday's article, sinking funds have been established to 
pay off tho loans contracted under exemption and tho total amount paid 
Into the sinkiny funds towards the payment of those loans is now $165,008,60. 
This eum added to $270,000 makes $-135,003.00, which deducted from $800,- 
000, leaves $364,991.-10) which showi our actual indebtedness beyond the legal 
limit, contracted largely under n special exemption of tho legislature. 
In 


this calculation \ve assume that tha loans are diminished by the amount of 
the sinkink funds, when in reality they are not, as no part of the loans have 
yet been paid. 


With this financial situation in view it seems that our city fathers should 


go slow in contracting any other largo loan that can bo dispensed with for 
the present. Wo claim that the proposed loan for a stone bridge at Paw- 
tucketvillo is wholly unnecessary at tho present time, as tho old brtdyo can 
be repaired for a t r i f l i n g expense and put in condition to last for ten or fif- 
teen, or perhaps twenty years. 


We are In favor of a stono bridge If a new bridge la to talto the place of 


the old bridge, but just at pr«eent wo aro in fnvoryof repairing t'lie old bridrjo 
as it can be made as good as new by on outfay of from fivo to six thousand 


• dollars. It is no wonder that wo have a high tax rate with l i t t l o to ehow for it 


tn the line of public improvements. Wo have lo pay by fnr too much in inter- 
est on loans every year to expend what wo should 
upon 
public 
improve* 


menls. We shall have to get along with a "pay-as-you-yo" policy for come 
years if we over expect to yet our tax rato down to n normal fig LI re and to 
have an economic administration of tho oity's affair*.

In the opinion 
of thouc who managed them, were good 
enough to justify them In asking tho 
city to engage in the work, and In re- 
sponse to a petition by them the city 
council passed nn order, April W, ap- 
propriating- S15QO to be expended, un- 
der the direction of the superintendent 
of schools, "in establishing °- system 
of vacation schools." The sum appro- 
priated was based on an estimate of 
the expenses of four schools, one each 
for manual training and for cooking, 
one playground for very small chil- 
dren at tho ?,lann school and one play- 
ground, with some yndnsti Sal features 
for older children, at the E0sonv 
Circulars were sent to all the public 


and parochial schools of the city of 
guimmnr grnde. nsklns for applica- 
tions from those boys between 12 and 
H who wished to take manual train- 
Ing, and from those girls of the same 
age who wished to take cooking. 
In 


response, over 
300 application cards 


wore returned. This ensured a school. 
and teachers were nt 
once 
engaged 


and 
classes 
organized. 
In 
manual 


training, where the city has 26 benches, 
It was decided to hnve classes as large 
as could 
be"1 accommodated, to have 


three elapses a dny, at 7.30, 9 and 10.30 
a. m., to continue the school on Sat- 
urdays and to have each class come on 
alternate days, so as to get three les- 
sons a week, or 15 lessons in a term of 
five weeks. 
The six classes thus ar- 


ranged for, with 26 to the class, pro- 
vided for 156 pupils. 
Admission curds 


were sent 
to 
these, and 
the 'school 


opened Monday, July 1. The discrimi- 
nation between applicants was made 
on a basis of age, the oldest 
being 


taken first, but the places of any who 
failed to appear at first, or to continue 
to attend with absolute regularity af- 
terwards, have been promptly given 
to others, so that the classes are kept 
full.
